species I, figures 1-5; species II, figures 6-8; species III, figures 9-14; species IV, 
figure 15; species V, figure 16; species VI, figure 17, species VII, figures 18 and 
19; species VIII, figures 20-24; species IX, figures 25 and 26; species X, figure 27, 
and 28; species XI, figure 30-32. The species are independent or distinct because 
they represent substantially non-obvious variations of the inventive concept 
requiring a burdensome search. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect 
a single disclosed species, even though this requirement is traversed. Applicant is 
advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
